Washington's birthday was coming, 


and 1 concluded to do seme reading of 
the historical events with which he 
was identified in the ilesh. There were 
several events in which I took greater 
interest than others. That which espe- 
cially arrested my attention was the 
treason ol Benedict Arnold. When the 
Revolutionary war opened Arnold was 
uu apothecary iu Xew Haven. 


On the night before the 22d of Feb- 


ruary i read about Washington, Ar- 
nold, Andre and others till late. It was 
nearly midnight when I laid my book 
on a table beside me and, leaning back 
in my chair, fell to musing about the 
events in which these three were con- 
cerned. 


Whether I fell asleep, whether I had 


a sort of nightmare or whether 1 
dreamed I cannot say. At any rate, 
I bad a singular experience. The door 
opened, and 1 looked Into what seemed 
to me a small office. At a desk sat a 
man in Continental uniform. He was 
an elderly man and of large frame. 
Then I saw a young man In uniform— 


/ be wore a red coat—enter this office 


{ aud approach the man at the desk. 


The latter turned his face, aud I rec- 
pgnlzed General Washington. The oth- 
er was very pale. 


"Your excellency," said the latter, 


"I come to make an appeal for my life. 
You have approved the sentence of 
the court martial, and 1 am to be hang- 
ed tomorrow. 1 ask that you will hear 
the reasons why I should not be exe- 
cuted." 


"Proceed with them." 
"The principal in the matter for 


which. I am to suffer has escaped. You 
cannot punish him. 1 did not agree 
to surrender West Point I did not 


i possess West Point; therefore I could 
not surrender it 
I merely transmit- 


ted his agreement Would you hang 
a post official who carried a letter bear- 
ing a treasonable agreement and let 
the traitor go free? True, you have 
not permitted the traitor to go free, 
but be, having escaped you"— 


At this juncture a man whom I had 


not seen before—he had been hidden 
in a dark corner—stepped forward aud 
said to the general: 


"Major Andre is right, general I 


am alone responsible for this deed that 
has been called treachery. It was my 
privilege at the beginning of this strug- 
gle to choose the side I would take. I 
unwisely chose the rebel cause. Later 
I saw my error and tried to do some- 
thing to atone for it My loyalty to tlie 
king came late, but it came In time to 
save me from the taint of treason to 
my lawful sovereign. I trust that since 
you cannot punish me for what you 
esteem my treason you will not Tent 
your ire on this young man, who was 
merely a messenger." 


Then Washington spoke, deliberate- 


ly, calmly, and it seemed that each 
word had the weight of a mountain: 


'•Benedict Arnold, you are an illus- 


tration of the adage, 'Put a beggar on 
horseback and he will ride to the devil.' 
When the colonies called her sons to 
arms you were mixing pills in a Con- 
necticut shop. It was ambition rather 
than patriotism that caused your re- 
sponse. 
You wished to take advan- 


tage of war to carve out a career for 
yourself. You did this. Your remark- 
able march through the Maine •wilder- 
ness upon Quebec showed that you pos- 
sess the energy essential to a success- 
ful commander. 
It is due to you 


chiefly that Burgoyne's surrender was 
achieved. 


"When you went to Philadelphia 


with the reputation of a successful 
general and married into one of the 
principal Tory families there, you were 
still the New Haven apothecary trans- 
formed. You were not satisfied with 
your laurels. You wished congress to 
give you the command of the Conti- 
nental army. 
Not obtaining it, you 


asked for the command of the main 
military position between the north 
aud south colonies, with a view to 
taking revenge upon your fellow coun- 
trymen by surrendering it to Clinton. 
Had you succeeded you would have 
broken your country into two parts, 
with the enemy between them. 


"This young man will die a death 


which you will only too often wish 
that you had died. He will have paid 
the penalty of having been allied with 
a traitor, and bis death will end his 
connection with this lamentable affair. 
You will live to be execrated not only 
by your countrymen and by successive 
generations of Americans, but by the 
vrorld. Punishment for your crime will 
be visited on tbp heads of your chil- 
dren and your children's children for 
centuries to come." 


The figures faded before me, but I

.sound as of something falling. I open- 
ed my cyc«, and the day was Just 
l>reaking.

Extreme Secrecy 


To Protect Next 
Move For Peace 


WASHINGTON, JAN. 30—President 


Wilson's next peace move is shroud- 
ed in extreme secrecy, Officials posi- 
tively decline to indicate what direc- 
tion it will take. They admit, how- 
ever, that the President has not given 
up hope of bringing about an armis- 
tice before the threatened spring drive 
begins; but how he will proceed to se- 
cure this is known only to himself and 
one or two trusted advisors. 


That some move now is in prog- 


ress is the belief generally held in 
diplomatic quarters. The state depart- 
ment so far has received no word that 
a note is coming from Berlin. Amster- 
dam dispatches to that effect however, 
greatlv interested officials. Secretary 
Lansing said that he had as yet had no 
word from Ambassador Gerard which 
deals specifically with this subject. 


No Premature Publicity 


It was not thought likely here, how- 


ever, that if such a note was to come 
it would be heralded to this govern- 
ment in advance of its being turned 
over to the American ambassador. 


At the White House it was stated 


the President M as very deeply inter- 
ested in the reports that Germany 
practically has determined to outline 
what terms of peace would be satis- 
factory to her. It was admitted that 
he has received several communica- 
tions within the last few days dealing 
directly with his late peace proposals. 


Because of the danger that prema- 


ture publicity might defeat the object 
hoped for, it had been decided that no 
intimation of the contents of these dis- 
patches oreven where they came from, 
will bo made public. 


In connection with the threatened 


difficulties that may arise through the 


armed ship-submarine developments it 
was stated at the state department to- 
day that this government would take 
no action in any way in the matter 
until concrete cases develop. 


Last Year Of War 


It is considered certain here that 


German submarines will stick closely 
to their cruiser warfare plans until 
rGeat Britain actually commences arm- 
ing her merchantmen fore and aft. 
This has not yet been done so far as 
can be ascertained here. 


It was suggested today that in both 


cases—the armed ships and the sub- 
marines—Great Britain and Germany 
had resorted to a campaign of public- 
ity before taking any action at all in 
order to test out public sentiment in 
the United States. Neither nation, it 
is admitted, is very anxious at the 
present time to take any steps that 
might cause friction with the United 
States. 


The opinion is seemingly growing 


everywhere that this will be the last 
year of the great war and the various 
beligerents are plainly-anxious at the 
present time to 
encourage 
neutral 


friendship.

The two commands, one under Custer 
and one under Mills, came within com- 
municating distance in eastern AVyom- 
ing, on the Powder river, the two com- 
manding officers and scouts meeting 
and holding a consultation. This coun- 
try was then comparatively unknown, 
except to the scouts, hunters and trap- 
pcrs.

Independence Rock, on the Sweet water 
river, where he made a supply camp 
and left bis wagons. General Custer 
continued on through the Black Hills, 
exploring it In every hole and corner,' 
and then returned to Fort Abraham 
Lincoln.
